Mrs. Lingafeiter becoming surely for 
their appearance Wednesday afternoon 
at '1 o'clock. 


The arrest was made in :i very quiet 


manner br Constable John Hall, and 
no one except the waiting newspaper- 
men knew "when" iTTook place.

f.Fable Hall went to the Lingafeiter 
home at 2tl'0 o'clock and it was just 
4:T5 when he emerged with 'thS de- 
fendants. Vrhen he went to the housf. 
he was met by Mr. Lingafeiter who 
invited him in and offered him a chair. 
The constable made known his busi- 
ness before entering by saying: 


"Mr. Lingafr-lter, I hav.2 a warrant 


here for you and will have to place 
you under arrest."

gether they entered the house.

STOCKYARDS 


Referendum Vote of 
the Union 
Is 


Being Canvassed By the Chicago 


Officials. 


Chicago, Sept. '.—At noon the count 


on the vote was not ready to be given 
out as fcresaid, and it is said two 
hours more would be required to fin- 
ish the tally. Following is a close ap- 
proximation of the vote in Chicago 
against calling off of the strike 1,000. 
For calling it off 1500.' 


"The peace proposition has been lost 


by a good majority/ said President 
Donnelly, this afternoon. "The strike 
will continue and no unions will go 
back to work until the final course of 
action is mapped out by the fnter- 
national officers and the conference 
toard. If the proposition is not re- 
submitted the fight will contir-ue to 
the erd." 


Chicago, Sept. 7.—The referendum 


vote by the striking employes of the 
stockyards is in favor of a continua- 
tion of the strike against the packers 
according to the best information ob- 
tainable this morning. On the ground 
that but 20 per cent of the strikers 
have voted, it is believed that Presi- 
dent Donnelly of the butchers' work- 
men and other officials of the allied 
trades, will call for another vote. The 
lack of facilities for casting their bal- 
lots, it is claimed, caused hundreds not 
to register their sentiments on the 
proposition to return to work at the 
packers' terms. 


Chicago, Sept 7. — Whether 
the 


stockyards strike is to be called off or 
continued Indefinitely will 
not be 


known until the result of the refer- 
endum vote on the proposition by the 
unions involved in the difficulty Is 
made public by President Donnelly of 
the Butchers' union. 
The greatest 


secrecy is being maintained by the 
officers of the different unions as to 
the outcome of the vote, which is be- 
ing taken by secret ballot. No official 
statement regarding the probable re- 
sult of the balloting could be obtained, 
and the reports of those who made a 
canvas of the situation conflicted. It 
was claimed by several of the striking 
butcher workmen that their union had 
voted to reject the proposition offered 
by the allied trades conference board. 
The persons asserted that the butch- 
ers would not agree to an uncondition- 
al surrender, as exacted by-the pack- 
ers, and which it is said was agreed 
to by the allied trades conference 
board. To offset these reports many 
of the butchers declared that their or- 
ganization had voted to return to work 
on the terms offered by the employers. 


Subway Matter Settled. 


New York, Sept. 7.—The threatened 


elevated railroad strike here has been 
averted, an agrement having been 
reached at a five-hour conference be- 
tween representatives of the Inter- 
borough Rapid Transit company and 
of the engineers, firemen and other 
employes of the road. The agreement 
is to be in force for three years, and 
its point of chief interest is that the 
motormen in the subway will be paid 
$3.50 a day for 10 hours' work. Each 
side expressed entire satisfaction with 
the agreement. The men conceded an 
hour and the company conceded 50 
cents pay, the men having demanded 
$3.50 for a nine-hour day and the com- 
pany having declared it would pay 
only $3 for a day of 10 hours. All the 
other demands of the men, which were 
conceded last Saturday, with the 
rights of seniority, priority and pref- 
erence for all elevated employes who 
transfer to the subway, are made part 
of the agreement. 


By a Small Majority. 


Sioux City, la., Sept. 7.—Three hun- 


dred strikers met in Labor temple 
and took a referendum vote on the 
preposition made by the packers. It 
is unofficially reported that by a ma- 
jority of 10 the vote was favorable to 
returning to work on the terms of- 
fered. 


The Vote In Omaha. 


Omaha, Neb., Sept. 7.—The packing 


house strikers in South Omaha voted 
to return to work on the basis of set- 
tlement named by President Donnelly. 
Figures on the vote were not given 
out by the leaders. 


CoroneF Will 'Investigate. 


New York, Sept. 7.—A searching in- 


vestigation to determine and place the 
responsibility for the tenement house 
fire on Attorney street last Sunday, in 
which 15 lives were lost and many 
persons injured, will be made under 
the direction of Coroner Scholer. The 
coroner says that an examination of 
the premises convinces him that some 
one was eriminclly negligent.

dispatch received from the headquar- 
ters of General Kuiopatkin bears the 
date of Monday afternoon.

attributed to the interruption of direct 
communication with the commander- 
in-chief, owing to the transfer of the 
telegraph, office to Mukden, whither 
messages have to be sent by courier. 


The utmost confidence prevails at 


the war office that the Russian army is 
slowly but surely effecting the retreat 
•without serious risk of being cut off.

Late Tuesday evening the Associat- 


ed Press obtained the following state- 
ment from the war office: 


"No telegrams whatever were re- 


ceived from General Kuropatkin on 
Tuesday. It is inferred that the only 
Russian troops remaining at Yentai 
Sept. 6, are the rear guard, whose mis- 
sion is solely to retard the enemy's 
movement. 


It is quite consistent from the posi- 


tion of affairs, to suppose that a por- 
tion of the Japanese forces entered 
Yentai, there being no intention to 
hold this point, as it is of no intrinsic 
importance. The stores there have 
already been removed and whatever 
•was not removed was burned. 
The 


transfer of the telegraph 
office to 


Mukden has caused delay in the direct 
transmission of messages." 


A Russian correspondent of the As- 


sociated Press sent a message from 
Mukden Tuesday afternoon, more than 
24 hours after the dispatch of General 
Kuropatkin's last published message. 
This correspondent give's no details of 
the retreat and the censor is probably 
not allowed to authorize the transmis- 
sion of this news until the comman- 
def-in-chief sends his report. The cor- 
respondent points out in his dispatch 
that the Russian forces are followed 
step by step by the Japanese and are 
greatly impeded by heavy roads and 
Hoods. He adds: 


"It is impossible to say how long the 


fighting will continue, as the initiative 
}s in the hands of the Japanese." 


The correspondent does not conceal 


the fact that the Russians are under- 
going a severe ordeal, but he says 
that the courage of the troops remains 
undiminished. 


St. Petersburg «p full of the wildest 


rumors, some claiming that Kuropat- 
kin's rear guard has been annihilated: 
that Kuropatkin has been taken pris- 
oner and that Port Arthur has fallen. 
These alarmist reports were circu- 
lated on the bourse and at one time 
threatened to cause a panic. 


Kuropatkin's Dispatch. 


St. Petersburg, Sept. C.—The emper- 


or received 
the following dispatch 


from General Kuropatkin dated Sept. 
5: "Today, (Sept. 5,) the army is ad- 
vancing northward. It has extricated 
Itself from the dangerous position in 
•which it was placed, being threatened 
by the enemy and having a narrow 
front. The enemy throughout the day 
cannonaded our rear guard, especial- 
ly Its left flank, but without much ef- 
fect. We lost about one tiundred men." 


Inspecting Cruiser, Ncvik. 


St. Petersburg, Sept. -7.—The em- 


peror has revived the • following dis- 
patch ;from Lieutenant General • Lia- 
pounoff, military governor of the 
island of Sakhalin, 'dated Sept. 6.: 
"Two of the enemy's warships this 
evening approached Korsakovsk (Sak- 
halin). They stopped four miles from 
shore and sent launches- toward the 
sunken cruiser Novik. Our troops 
opened .fire, whereupon the launches 
returned to their ships." 


Volunteer Steamers Notified. 


Zanzibar, Island of Zanzibar, Sept. 


1—The British cruiser Forte found 
the Russian volunteer fleet steamers 
St. Petersburg and Smolensk within 
the three-mile limit and communicated 
to them the orders of the Russian gov- 
ernment to desist from interference 
with neutral shipping. The comman- 
ders of the Russian vessels said they 
would forthwith proceed to Europe. 


' To Repair Cruisers.

ed free delivery to the farming com- 
munities 


The first suggestion of that kind was 


proposed by the Hon. L. F Livingston, 
Democratic member from the State of 
Georgia, when he oPered the follow- 
ing amendment to the Postofflcc ap- 
propriation bill, on June 22, 1892: 


"Amend line 10, page 3, by striking 


out the word '6' and insert the word 
8, and also after the word 'dollars,' in 
hne 11 these words, provided that 
f-200,000.00 shall be used for experi- 
mental free rural delivery outside the 
towns and villages."

That amendment was ruled out on

In the following session of the suc- 


ceeding Congress, February 17, IBS'?, 
an amendment was offered by Hon. 
Thomas E. Watson, 
at that time a. 


Democratic member from the State of 
Georgia, to the Pest Office Appropria- 
rion Bill, providing that $10,000 be ex- 
pended by the Postmaster 
General as 


an experiment for rural free delivery 
to the farmers. 
This being a Demo- 


cratic Congress, that amendment was 
adopted, and the bil" as amended be- 
came a law 
Mr. Harrison was Iho'i 


President and Mr. "Wanarnaker Post- 
master 
General. The appropriation 


however, was not used during the'r 
term of office, nor during the first two

18th instant making certain inquiries 
relative to the history of rural free de- 
li --cry service, I would refer you to 
the acts making apprrpriations for th--- 
postal 
service for the fiscal years 


1893-'4, 1891 '5, 
1895-'G, 
lS96-'7, iroin 


which I quote as fo'lows: 


• " * * » - 1896-3897, for free de- 


livery service, in all, $12,818 250. * * * 
Provided further that $10.000 of this 
amount may be used to defray the ex- 
penses of experiments in rural free de- 
livery, 
under the 
direction of the 


Postmaster General, and that the 
amount 
heretofore appropriated for 


this purpose and still unexpended be 
available for said experiments.' 


"During this fiscal ypar, 84 rural 


routes were established on the order 
of Postmaster General Wilson." 


(Signed) 
HENRY C. PAYNE. 


Postmaster General. 


This was therefore the inception of 


rural free delivery to the farmers. It 
was originated by a Democrat, first 
appropriated by a Democratic Con- 
gress, and instituted by a Democratic 
Executive. Like all reforms of that 
kind in the postal servico, it began, 
o' course in a small way as an exper- 
iment. It was continued as an. exper- 
imental service, the 
appropriations 


rapidly 
increased,

Hunting on Private Lands. 


A subscriber asks for the law reg- 


ulating hunting on private land and 
the following from Section 20 of the 
fish and game laws explains itself: 


"It shall be unlawful for any per- 


son to hunt, or trap upon lands, ponds 
lakes or private waters of another 
except waters claimed by the riparian 
right of ownership of adjacent lands 
or to thereon shoot, shoot at, catch 
kill, injure or pursue any bird, wild 
fowl, or wild animal of any kind 
without first obtaining the written 
permission of the owner, or his au 
thoriz^d agent. "Whoever violates any 
provisions of this section shall b 
fined not less than ten 
dollars nor 


more than fifteen dollars for the first 
offense, and not less than fifteen nor 
more than fifty dollars for any subse 
cjuent offense, and in default of pay 
ment of fine and costs., shall be im- 
prisoned as provided in section 10 o 
this act
